LiVKRi'OOL, Nov. 20.— Tho galo which has 
boon sweeping the coast has clone a great 
deal of damage. Sovtral wroclja were re- 
ported from various points. Tlio Oynthiu, 
of Liverpool, foundered with all hands. At 
noon on Saturday the gale struok thia city, 
and increased as the day vrore od, orippliog 
tho telegraph sorvico. At nif;ht the gale 
continued, and reports, arriving after many 
hours' delay, indicated that an imineuso 
amount of damage had been dono to 
shipping throughout tho country. At Holy 
head twenty lives b«d been saved up to 
noon, ten of them being from a French 
briguntine which went ashore near thikt 
place. At Scarborough more or less damage 
has been done to a number of housea. At 
.Sunderland aovoral houaea havo been par- 
tially wrecked and ouo building completely 
jllapaod, killing a woman. The chimney of 
a paper mill fell near Kendall during the 
storm, killing three people. At Duudae a 
lot cutter was wrecUea in tho Tay, and 
the crew clung to tho rigging far several 
hours before they were reecued by tho life- 
boat. The steamer Union Wiis wrecked near 
Dundee and four of the crew were drowned. 

Ld.ndon, Nov. '20. —After a, brief lull on 
Sunday tho galo throughout the United 
Kingdom burst fortli with increased fury. 
Snow fell in some parta of England, and 
trains were blocked in drifts twelve feet 
deep. From all along the coast towns 
and villages oomo reports of wrecks with 
loss of life. A body was cast up on tho 
beach at Margate to-day and identiljed os 
that of the captain of tho brigantino Econ- 
omy. It is feared the vcsacl baa foundered. 
The IJritish ahip Garsdule, that arrived some 
time ago at Hull from Tuo )mo, ia probably 
lost. She was being taken to the Tyne in 
tow. When off Flambo'-ough Head in tho 
North Sea, tho tow lino jiarted and the 
Garsd -lo wont adrift, She was very short- 
handed und sailing light, and was known to 
bo in no condition to battle with the storm. 
The tug tried to get fresh lines to her, but 
failed, and the vessel rapidly drifted to- 
wards tho reeky shore under the lee of 
FUoiborough. Ihe tug made port, but 
nothing has since been heard of the Gars- 
dale. 

Reports received from many points along 
the Coast this evening show that the gulo 
has spent its fury, although heavy sous are 
still running. Ihe list of disasters grows 
rapidly. Between Calais and Dunkirk fifty- 
eight vessels were ashore at 6 o'clock. Most 
of li.om were fishing boats, only two were 
steamers, and seven or eight aro barks. 
Along thq const, near Calais, seventeen more 
dead bodies were recovered thia afternoon. 
In Calais and Dunkirk the atreeta were 
awcpt clean of obstructions. A lifeboat 
went out from Do\or tliia afteri.oin and 
rescued eight men f;om a sinking h. hooner. 
Tho bark Jiilianno Marie sank ol Du"e<iotS8 
this iiioriiin^, The Swedish schooner Dj mar 
foundered this morning near Holland, but 
tho crew was saved. 

A.MSTKHDA.M, Nov. 20.— A very heavy 
heavy storm prevails hero and elsewhere in 
Holland. Dispatches received from the 
coast towns report very heavy loss of life 
through the foundering of fishing smaoka. 



FEMALE PHYSICIANS. 

NVonicn Allowed to I'metlse In Turkey Under 
lleKuhir Olllciul Dlploiuua. 

New York, Nov. 20 —Tho Independent 
has the following special cable : " Constan- 
tinople, "Novflmber 19.— Judge Terrell, the 
U. S. minister, has just gained a notable 
victory. For several years the number ot 
female physicians in Turkey has been in- 
creasing, notwithstanding tho fact that the 
Turkish law refused to recognize them aa 
legitimoto practitioners. Foremost among 
them havo been tho American misaionaries, 
who have repeatedly won tho highest praise 
for their self-denying work. They have, 
however, been greatly liampercd by tho fact 
that they could not secure regular Turkish 
diplomas, and tho various foroignjenibassiea 
have been very oarueat in their efforts to 
gain for them official recognition. Hitherto 
they have failed entirely, but at laat Turk- 
ish conservatism has yielded. 

IlEAUY FOR PEACE. 

Lobcngula Is Heady to Surrender; but the 
Young MatabRle Warriors StlU Want 
to Fight. 

Capetown, Nov. 20.— Dispatahes from 
Port Victoria say that Lobengula has sent 

a letter to Major Goold-Adama concerning 
tho termination of the Matabele war. The 
King admits tliat ho himself was willing to 
diaciis'i lho terma of bis surrender, but the 
young Matabelo warriora arc still anxious to 
light, and ho feola that he may not ho able 
to restrain thein. M.ij'ir Goold-Adama ex- 
pressed strong hopes ihat a settlement will 
be reached without further hostilities,

PBINCE PIERRE UF BRAZIL. 

Bnmor and Contratilftlon- lie Has Not Left 
the Jlllltary CnllcRe for 
.'?ouih America. 

London, Nov. 20. — Lo Dehats, a nowa- 
of Paris, announces to-di»y that Prince 
Pierre, Dom Pedro's grandson, who i« said 
to have been proolaioied Etuperot of Brazil 
by Admiral Mello, took the train from the 
St. Lizir station at 11:30, yesterday morn- 
ing for St. Nazaire, where he was to em bat k 
for Brazil. The Prince was aooompanied, 
according to Le Debats, by a suit of twenty- 
five. 

Tho United Press correspondent in Vienna 
telegraphs that tho story published by Lu 
Debats is incorrect. Tho correspondent 
went to the Noustadt Military school this 
afternoon, and in company with the Gover- 
nor, Count Hlomc, viaiti!<i Prince Pierre in 
his apartments. Tho Prince, the corres- 
pondent says, is a lively, healthy young 
man, with dark hair and eyes. His 
left arm is weak and almost 
aa useless as the (lerman ICniperor's. 
To-day he wore the school uniform. Count 
Blnine salii he was subJ-'Cted lo the same 
strict discipline that is maintained au.ong 
the other cadets. He goes once a week wilh 
his cousin and fellow pupil. Prince EuMiiU(!l, 
son of the Iluko d'Alencnn, lo tho lutter'a 
home. All other excursions or visits arn 
fi-rhiddeti. Prince Pierre does not follow 
])oIitic3, and he ia ijuite uninfurnu'd con- 
cerning lho course i-f events in Brazil. He 
fmiuenlly receives loiters from his parents, 
but thei o letters do not refer to public af- 
fairs. The Prince is a favorite aroon/^ the 
instructors. At present ho is learning the 
Polish langui'go. 



Ottawa, Nov. 20.— The question of the 

re-imposition of tho export duty on logs is 
again attracting attention. In an interview 
in this connection Finance Minister Poster 
ia reported to have said : " The hardship 
complained of^by the Canadian people ia 
that while United States lumbermen, come 
to Canada to buy up our timber reserve and 
export it free of duty, the material for their 
manufacture of lumber and pulp, the 
Canadian produce of lumber and pulp is 
met in lho United Slates with a high duly 
and at the same time tho country loses tha 
benefit of tho manufacture within its 
boundary of these articles of commerce. 
There is ala.T a wideepread feeling that our 
timber ia being rapidly depleted, and that 
our future supply is being jeopardized 
without any corresponding advantage to ua. 
Tho Dominion Government is making a full 
investigation in regard to tho whole matter, 
and if it reveals the necessity therefor and 
no change is made in the United States tim- 
ber duties, the Government must take the 
matter up and deal with it in the light of 
existing facts and conditions." 

IMPEEIAL PARLIAMENT.

Ottawa, Nov. 20.— In the Assize court 

to-day A. B. AyUworth, Q C., spoke to tho 
jury over six hours, on Ijehalf of Thomas 
McGreevy. It was a masterly address. Ho 
scorched the Crown witneasea in a terrific 
manner. He said Ireland seemed to produce 
two classes of men : There were patriots 
like O'Brien and Emmett, and there were 
informers like Piggott. He left it to tho 
jury to say under which category Robert 
McGreevy came, and proceeded to point out 
the tremendous responsibilities whicli rested 
upon the jury, and expressed tho hope that 
they would not inflict puniahment upon a 
man who had seen years of public service ; a 
man who had incurred tho culurnny and 
dangers which a trial like thia had involved, 
rather than disclose tho secrets that hod 
been entrusted to him in confidence, and 
which if exposed might havo consigned to 
the criminal dock inen in high positiona. 
Mr. S. H. Blake will address the jury to- 
morrow.

LoNDO.v, Nov. 20 —A special dispatch to 
the Times from Meshed, ' Persia, says a 
severe earthquake occurred there ou Friday 
evening at Kauchan, an impnrtimt town in 
tho northern |)art part ot the province of 
Khorasaan. Two-thirds of tho town was 
destroyed and the loss of life was great. 



LoNfTON, Nov. 20 — In the House of Com- 
mons to-day Rt. Hon. Herbert Aaquilh, 
Homo Secretary, waaaaked a question by Mr. 
John Nolan (Parnellite), member for North 
Gal way, regarding the condition of Dr.

THE HUNTINGTON MURDER. 

.Stroebel's Trial Results In a Fnilure 
Obtain a Vt rdlet— Trial Atljourued. 

New WE.ST111NSTEU, Nov. 20— (Special) — 
Over a thousand people were gathered in 
the court house to-night expecting to hear 
the verdict in the caao of A. Stroebel, of 
Sumas, on trial for tho murder of John 
Marshall, a farmer living on the Canadian 
side of the border near Huntington. The 
case has been in progress nice days, and has 
cost the country a great sum to prosecute. 
Marshall was murdered and robbed on tho 
19th April last, and the crime was traced to 
Stroebel and Eyerly, but tho evidence was 
wholly circumstantial. The Crown decided 
that tlipy had no case against Eyerly and 
just before tho case went to tho jury en- 
tered a nolle prosequi in his case, leaving 
Stroebel alone in tho dock. The jury re- 
mained out three hours, returned to court 
and refused to go out again as it waa im- 
possible thoy would ever agree. The judge 
dismissed the jury and tho case was ad- 
journed sine die. 



HORRIBLE SIGHT. 

A Colored Man Boasted to Death by Slow 
Degrees. 

Spokane, Nov. 20. — The moat borriblo 
sight that has been witnessed in thia oity 
for a long time was aeen to-night. A colored 
man by tho name of Gcori;'! Fields was 
burned to death. Ho lay in a heap of coals 
and aahes when the firemen pulled him out, 
and died before he was dragged off from the 
smouldering wreck of asmall dwialling house. 
The building caught fire about 8 o'olook and 
before the firemen reached there the roof 
had fallen In, and no one supposed that 
any humao being waa inside. Just Bs'the 
water was turned on the side of the build- 
ing fell and a great ory went up from the 
crowd. They saw a man fall into a great 
heap of coals. There is considerable excite- 
ment, for the police hove found out that tho 
man had been working on tho Great Nor- 
thern and came in this afternoon with con- 
siderable money. They believe that hu waa 
drinking and was taken by a notorious 
woman of lho town, robbed and the shack 
set on fire to conceal thu crime. Tho police 
claim that tho man must have been drugged 
and left to die, and must havo sufTared a 
horrible death.

P. R. round house, waa beside an engiuo 
which waa being placed on the turntable, 
when a stick of wood fell oDT the tender, 
striking him alao on the head. A cut aomc 
inches in length waa inflicted, which had' to 
bo stitched up. 

J. A. Mara, M.P. , returned laat evening 
from Robson. He reports the Columbia 
river very low, within two inches of the 
lowest mark reached since the railway 
bridge was built at Bevelstoke. The stea- 
mer Lytton continues to ran from Robson 
to Qreen Slide, where she connects with tho 
Steamer Illioillewtob, running to Revclstoko. 
The Arrow Lalce branch will bo completed 
to Six-mile bar on Monday next, and it is 
expected the tracklayers will reach Green 
Slide in another week. Freight and pas- 
sengers will then bo transferred from Green 
Slide. There is considerable freight at 
Revelatoko which will bo got down if the 
river remains open for ten days longer.

Hia (jffecta will be taken care of by 
the government. 

J. E. Saucier, jeweler, Kamloopa, and 
W. Thibaudeau, C. K., of Tranquille, for 
years hava been working on tho plans of an 
engine which will givu a circular motion di- 
rect from the cylinder. The expansive fon;e 
of the steam will be utilised in much the 
same way as the pressure of water 
is in a turbine wheel. These gen- 
tlemen claim to have overcome tho 
weak part in previous inventions by an en- 
tirely now device. There will be less loss of 
power by tho now oylinder than by tho or- 
dinary piston, and the works will therefore 
be mnon more compact and lighter. If their 
invention succeeds, the whole maohinory of 
a largo stoamahip can be pub in so small a 
compass, and so far beneath the surface of 
the water, that in warahips tho dangor of 
injury to tho vital parta will bo reduced to 
a minimum.

MONTREAL MATTERS. 



Arrest of Yomifc ilcu Charged With 
Atteniptiutr to l<l'>w Up iJel- 
sou's MouniuL'ut. 



Navigation Closed— \ Druggist, an 
Importaut Witness in the Hooper 
Case, Dead. 



Montreal, Nov. 20.— {Special.)— Alex- 
ander Smith, late chief ateward on board 
tho Allan liner Numidiftn, is dead. He had 

been for more than a (luarter of a century in 
tho Allan's employ. 

R. W. Webb, druggist, who 'sold pruaaio 
Mid to Hooper, tho allpgcd wifo-poiaouer, 
died suddenly. He was only 28 years old, 
and was a material witnesa in the Hooper 
trial, which oooura next month. 

Navigation practically closed on Saturday 
for this season with the departure of the 
steamers Vancouver and Laurentian, of the 
Dominion and Allan lines. The other lines 
with the exception of the Beaver will clear 
their last veasela to-day or to-morrow. The 
Lake Ontario, of the Baaver line, will Bail 
on Wednesday and will be the laat to leave 
prt. The passenger traffic this aeaaon has 
been considerably above the average of for- 
mer years. There was a rnsh of cheese this 
fall, but the nsual exports of apples aui 
other fruita and oereala of all kinds has not 
been forthcoming. The number of vessels 
Bailing from this port this year was consid- 
erably in excess of that of last season. 

Bonore Meroier, son of Hon. H. Morcier, 
ex-preniier of Quebec ; Paul de Murtigny, 
aon of Dr. do Martigny, aiul Alphouso I'ol- 
land, brother of Mr. I'nlland, were charged 
in Judge Deanjoyer'a private chambers, this 
morning, with attempting to blow up tho 
Nelson monument at a lute hour last night. 
Three of tho youtig men are tirat-year law 
students. The three men, when near tho 
monument paused and appeared undecided 
what to do, piisRcd tho monument mid 
walked a couple of streets eaatwardi Kivo 
minutes later they cumo hack, paused near 
tho monument, passed it several stepa, 
talked for u moment or two, and then ad- 
vanced, A constable, the police having 
been previously warniid, crept up and seized 
PoUaud and do Mariigny, while another got 
hold of Mercier. A policeman saw aonie- 
thing like a rope hanging out of Pelland's 
pocket. Ho seized it and began to pull. 
Out came twenty feet of it. It was a 
dynamite cartridge seven inches long and 
three inches in circumference, Lho long rope 
attached being the fuse. The three prisoners 
took matters pretty coolly, and one* of them 
said "Itiatimo that thing was blown up 
It haa no right here." 



ITS LAST TRIP. 



The "Exposition Flyer" a Thing of the Past 
—Why It Was Discontinued. 

CiiiCAfiO, Nov. 20.— At 2 o'clock to-mor- 
row afternoon tho fastest railroad train in 
the world will start on its laat trip and the 
"Exposition Flyer," which made the dis- 
tance between New York and Chicago in 
20 hours, will ha a thing of the past. 
When cho service was opened last spring 
prominonc railroad men shook their heads 
and said that a sustained apeed of 60 miles 
an hour for 1,000 miles was au impossibility, 
Mpecially in view of tho heavy passenger 
traffic of the Columbian year and the conse- 
quent over-taxing of tho track facilities. But 
tho train was a success. It reaped muni- 
ficent returns for the New York Central 
and Lake Shore companies, and grew in 
favor with business men to such an extent 
that its discontinuance is regarded as a 
public misfortune. Next to the telegraph 
4nd the telephone it was the quiokeat 
mediam of communiosktion between the two 
oitiea, and enabled a Chicago buainess man 
to put in half a day's work at hia 4^Bk in 
this city, leave for New York at 2 in the 
afternoon, arriving in that city at 10 the 
next morniag, in time for over half a day 'a 
work in Gotham. The Pennsylvania road 
sufTered so much from tho competition of 
this train that it threatened to reduce rates 
below the paying point if it was not discon- 
tinued, and hence the llyer will bo taken ofT. 

STOCKS L\ XEW YORK. 

A Reawakening: of IiitiTCSC on lho Part of 
Financial liistltutliius ami ludlvlUual 
C'aiiitalisls. 

New York, Nov. 20 — The week opened 
with a quiet bondition of afiaira at the Slock 
Exchange, and it can be said that the great 
plethora of funds is leading to a reawaken- 
ing of the interest on the part of the finan- 
cial institutions and individual capitalists, 
who are disaatitfied with the small return* 
afforded by the loan maiket. Not only arc 
the leading iaaues c)eH I.-. Ill at the Stock Kx- 
change improving m pri«'-, but bonds whicii 
are dealt in outside of thi Exchange proper 
aro also in better re(lue^c. The fact that 
private bankers aro brinuing out new loans 
attests tho bettpr tone for invest- 
ments, Tho dculin(;3 in stocks, how- 
ever, are couliiieii ulinosL entirely 
to the profeacionala. The rally which set 
in after the miblicaliou of tlie l>%i\k return, 
on Saturday, made further progress this 
morning ami was iaaiated by uioderate pur- 
chases lor London account. Tho " hulls " 
made elforta to forco a c.jvoring movement 
and were pirl.iivlly succcesful. They ad- 
vanced .} to r,' percent., Ccneral Electric, 
Sugar, the ( i luii^ers, Alchisnn, L ickawiuiiia, 
Delaware & 11 udaori, and \\ cHtern Union 
loading. .Subai ()ueiil ly diatillora' broke 
suddenly from to lis ; but the general 
list was not iilf'ectcd to any important ex- 
tent. When Uordaiio liroUe '.i!. to 'Mh and 
General Klictric L'fi to .'iSj), the early buyers 
becaine timid and liually started in to un- 
load. Tlio result waa a drop of 2.1 in Sugar, 
1§ in Burlington k (Juincy, 1^ in Lake 
Shore, *nd :i to 1 in other afiarcn, There 
were vague rumora, but they could not 
be verified up to a lato hour. 
The strike of the Lehigh Valley 
employes bad little or no effect outside of 
Beading, The transaotinna were 109,460 
aharea, of which 42,380 were unlist- 
ed stocks.

STEAD'S DRINK CURE. 

Sticccasfiil TrPatiuont With the London Ktl- 
llor's Hlieclllc— Superior to tho 
Keeley Cure. 

London, Nov. 20 —Editor W, T. Stead, 
of the Review of Reviews, who attaiaed 
world-wide fame a few years ago by pub 
lishing in the Pall Mall Gazette tho details 
of the Cleveland street scandal, and who 
has since identified himself with many plans 
for the social amelioralion of mankind, be- 
fore his departure for Chicago, where ho has 
been ventilating bis idoas for the present 
week, aecnr^d eight representative drunk- 
ards and placed them in the hands of a phy- 
sician for treatment for alcoholism. Four of 
the pationts were men, three of them wid- 
ows, or married women, and'One a spinster, 
all of whom were yeaterda:; aonbunced aa 
cured, with the exception of one of the 
women, who had not followed direotiona. 
Mr. Stead first became interested in the 
medical treatment for druukenueas through 
the Keeley treatment, but he Oocsidera the 
method adopted in hia experiment auperior 
to that advocated by Dr. Keeley. Tec ex- 
act nature of the remedy has not been die. 
closed, but it is said to be a powerful tonic 
of extreme bitterness. During tKe first two 
days it reducea tho patient to a condition of 
great misery, with aickncsB, headache and 
feverish ague, after which a leaction takea 
place, reaulliug in tho complete annihilation 
of tho desire for alcoholic stimulants. Mr. 
Stead during hia stay in Chicago made an 
investigation of the Keeley treatment. 



OUR NEIGHBORS' NEWS. 



Montreal Star ; Robert Machray, of this 
oily, who wont recently to investigate tho 
silver district of Weat Kootenay, H. C, , in 
an interview yeater<lay said : " The Koote- 
nay dialrict is divided into two sectioiia, 
Kaat and Weat Kootenay. With tho eaat- 
ern aeotion I am not personally acquainted ; 
but I have spent several weeka in the west- 
ern section, eapecially investigating the 
Kaalo Slocun mining camp, Kaalo ia at 
preaent tho chief town of the district, and, 
notwithatauding the slump in silver, it is a 
lively little burg. Moat of tho mines Ho 
within twenty or thirty milea of Kaalo. Of 
those the moat important are ' Slooan Star,' 
' Mountain Chief.' ' The Washington,' 'The 
Idaho,' 'The Dardanelles, ''The Payne 
Group,' 'The Chambers Group,' 'The 
Noble Five,' 'The Rluo Pird,' 'Tho 
Reacau,' 'Tho Reid,' 'The Robert- 
son,' ' The Eureka,' and others. This 
mining camp is one of the richest in the 
world and so far ia not half prospected. 
Bodies of ore laid bare by the swift descend- 
ing glaciers are plainly exposed on tho 
mountain sides. A low average of silver in 
this district ia 100 ounces to the ton. In 
mosc ffiksea in developed properties the re- 
sults are very much larger. One shipment 
from the Dardanelles mine of twenty tons 
yielded over 500 ounces to the ton. The 
general character of the ore body is galena 
with from 65 to 80 per cent, of silver-carry- 
ing lead. Tho general geoloi^ical character 
of the district is a dark limestone or schist 
with dykes of porphyry. These mines, bo 
far as developed, have yielded ore so rich 
that the depressions in silver may become 
even more marked, and yet they can ba 
worked with a very reasonable profit. Of 
course there may be many disappointments. 
Every prospect is not a mine. liut enough 
work has been done to show that the Slooan 
country is almost the richest in the world." 

San Franciaoo Bulletin ; A ponderous 
watch of antitiue pattern displayed in tlio 
window of A. W. Stolt'a jewelry eatibliah- 
ment, on Montgomery street, attracts tho 
attention of thecuiioua. The timepiece is 
four inches in diameter and weigha 2J 
pounda. Its cuse looks like old gold, but ia 
a composition of base nietal. 'Pho chain at- 
tached to thia watch ia proportionately pon- 
derous and bears a seal ring, largo enough 
for the tingor of a giant. The watch was 
made by John Bitileaon, of London, two 
centuries ago. It was, no doubt, u marvel 
of workmanship in those days, and is still 
a time-keeper. It probably cost £100, or 
$500 in our money. The hands upon its 
ample dial mark seconds and fifths of sec- 
onds, as well as hours and mlnutci. The 
dial also shows the phases of the 
moon. Thia remarkable relic is not 
for sale. It is owned by a /gentle- 
man of this city, who has a collection 
of such cariosities. The old watch has a 
history of some intereat. About two hun- 
dred years ago an Engliab sea captain ob- 
tained from the King of a tribe of savages 
in the South Seas some valuable trading 
privileges. The King showed him many 
favors, and one day the captain asked the 
insular monarch to say what most he would 
like to have sent to him from London. It 
pleased his royal highness to intimate that a 
big watch would suit him well. 

Accordingly a watch was made to order 
on a scale benefitting the royal personage. 
And great was his pride therein. When 
the King died hia sons succeeded to the own- 
ership of the watch. They sold it to the 
captnin of an Americnn ahip, and he dispon- 
ed of it in Philailelphia. Some time ago it 
fell into tho huuda of ita preaent owner, who 
prizes it highly.

CONTEMPTIBLE TACTICS. 

The Opposition newspapers of this Pro 
Tinoe are in danger of becoming provorbia 
for their narrow-mindedness and their un 
truthfulness. Nothing is too small for them 
to'notica or too msaa for them to do. Here 
is an example of their pettiness and their 
disregard of truth. Two or three weeks ago 
the Vernon News changed hands. There is 
nothing to show that tho transaction had 
any political significance whatever. But 
this want of evidence did not prevent the 
Viatoria Times from a good deal 
more than insinuating that the paper 
had been secured by the Hon 
Mr. Davie to support the Government. 
Tho Times evidently did not care whether 
tliere were any grounds or not for the re 
port it did its beat to circulate, or whether 
or not the statement it published injured 
the business of the new proprietors of the 
Vernon News. 

This little bit of false and malicious jnur 
naliatio gossip was retailed with commenta 
and variations by tho Weatmiuater Colum 
bian and tho Nevvs-Advertiaer. They did 
not wait to find out whether there was any 
truth in it or not. True, or f.-!--, it was all 
the same to them, since it was directed 
against the Government and its Leader. 

The Vernon News «mphatioaIIy denied 
that there was any truth in the story invented 
by theTimcfl, That paper published the denial, 
but instead of accepting it in a frank and 
honorable way, it did what it could in the 
moat sneaking manner to throw doubt on 
the denial of tho men whom it tried by its 
false report to injure. The News-Ad ver 
tiser, not to be outdone in meanness, devotes 
a large part of its editorial space in Sunday's 
iasue in trying to deepen the impression 
attempted to be nride by tho Times that the 
transfer of the Newa to ita present pro- 
prietors was a political tranaaction ctl'ected 
by the Leader of the Government. Its ex 
cuse for doing this was that the Hon. Mr 
Divie, after ho had seen tho false report 
in tho Times, li.ul written a private letter 
(which vvaa publiahed in tho News) to the 
proprietors of the News, enclosing a clip 
ping from the Times. 

Here we have three Opposition newepa- 
pnrs of the Province engaged in building an 
edifice of falsehood and slander, haying no 
other foundation than an untruthful and a 
malicious report put in circulation by the 
organ in Victoria. This is a specinjen of 
the tactics of the Opposition in this Prov 
inoe. A false Qonstruotion was placed upon 
a transaotion of no particular importance, 
except to those eni;aged in it, and the Op' 
position's own falsehood has been made tho 
text of a number of articles, all intended to 
bring the Government and its Loader into 
discredit. Who can help feeling contempt 
for jonrnalewhiohlresort to such discreditable 
means to make a point against an opponent, 
which, even if it were m'ade, ia not worth 
considering. 

INDIA'S POPULATION. 

Tho population of India is very great, it 
is indeed hard to realize how great. On that 
peninsula which dooa not occupy a very 
large space on tho map, are crowded, accord- 
ing to tho census ot 1891, 287,000,000 of 
people.. Although famines in India have 
been so fre(iucut i^nd so terrible, it is shown 
by the aensua that the population la not yet 
too great for production in India. It was 
tho want of means of intercommunication 
that caused many of the famines by which 
the country was uflioted. There wore no 
railroads^ ,;aiid the high roads were by no

means good, so that the inhabitants of a dis- 
trict in which tho crop was short could not 
avail tliemaolves of the plenty that was 
enjoyed in districts where the harvest was 
abundant. 

Although the population in /proportion to 
area is go great in India, it ah£wB ito aigoB of 
becoming stationary. In faot, in few 

countries is tho birth rate so great. It is 
forty-eight to the thouaand, which ia much 
greater than in any country of Europe ex- 
cept, it may bo Russia, Tho death rate is 
forty-one in the thousand, so tho population 
of India ia atill insreaslng at a rapid rate. 
Infant mortality iu the East is very great, 
fully twenty-six per cent of tho children 
born not seeing tho end of thoir fiist year. 

There are in India 207,731,727 Hin- 
doos. So it still preaenta a very 
wide field for miaaioaary effort. 
The Mobammedana come next. They num- 
ber 57,921,164, Their influBnoe, however, 
ia very great in proportion to thoir num- 
bers. Previoua to tho British oontiucat 
they were the masters of a very largo pro- 
portion of the country, and they atill con- 
sider thomaelvea the supcriora of the 
Hindoos, The Animistioa number 9,280,467, 
Buddists 7,131,301, Christiana 2,284,380, 
Sikhs l,907,8;i3 and Tain 1,410,838. 

Tho men ptoicosing these dillerent re- 
ligions live at peace with each other in 
tlieao days because Clreat Britain rules them 
ii'.l with a strong hand for thoirown good. 
British rule has, no doubt, been a 
very great blessing to the vast 
majority of the inhabitants of India. 
II liaa put down the tyrants, great and 
email, who oppressed tho people. In their 
time neither life nor property was accure 
in India, Bat now the people, poor aa well 
as rich, live ifi aeourity. All ar& protected 
by the law. It is said that some of the na- 
tive population are discontented, l)Utthey do 
not know when they are well oil'. If the 
country were left to its native populution, 
it would in a very short time bu in a miBcr- 
able condition. The strong and ambitious 
would commence fighting among them<iel vce, 
and the helpless majority would be, as they 
were in former ages, ground down between 
the upper and the nether millstone. 



AN IRREPRESSIBLE OONFLIGT. 

Tho African slave trade is horrible. It is 
in the worst and moat literal sense inhuman 
It is a disgrace to tho whole human race, 
Any enterprise or any movement that tends 
to lessen it or abolish it, deserves the sym 
pathy and the encouragement of httmane 
men and women, no matter to what nation 
they may belong or what creed they may 
profess. 

There ia now a prospect of that trado being 
killed in tho place of its origin. Tho men 
in Central Africa who are engaged in tho 
slave trade, are Arabs and men with Arab 
blood in their veins. Now that Durkeat 
Africa ia being opened np by the energy 
and the enterprise of the men of the 
West, these Arab slave traders come in 
contact with tho white pioneers of 
civilization. They have found that Chris 
tiana of all denominations hate and detest 
the traffio in whioh they are engaged. Tho 
Christian atranger has shown thia not only 
by hia words, but by his acts. He haa inter 
fered with the traffio and ho has, when ho 
has been able, taken tho slaves whom he 
has bought or captured, out of his bands by 
force. The Arab haa come to see that the 
white man is his enemy, and that if he is 
allowed to get a foothold in the eonntry the 
hope of the slave-traders gain will be gone 
He is finding out that the conflict between tho 
slave-trader and the Chriatian is irreprcss 
ible. There are, conaecjuently, indications 
that the Arabs of Central Africa intend to 
combine, or perhaps have combined, to 
drive the Europeans out of that country ao 
that they will have their slave preserve onoe 
more to themselves. There have been en- 
counters between the white men and tho 
Araba in diOerent parts of Africa, and tho 
white men have generally prevailed. Some 
of the more intelligent of tho traders see 
tha| their day is past, and talk serioualy of 
abandoning the traiBc in human beings and 
of turning their attention to logitimato com 
merco. But these are the enlightened few 
Tho ignorant and fanatical majority liato 
the white men with a bitter hatred, and 
have determined to wage a war ot extor 
mination against them. A writer in tho 
London Times, who has studied the subject 
carefully, says : — 

It may be, that -.vitliout tho leaat in 
tending it, the European I'owcra with in- 
tereata in Central Africa will become 
volved in a general Arab war, riamg 
or revolt — wliutevcr name it may hi 
called by. On the other hand, it ia within 
tho bounds of poaaibility that the repeated 
victories of Captain Dhonis and the convio 
tion which is said to have found a lodgment 
in the minds of many of tho moro intelligent 
and imtluontial Arabs that the European has 
come to stay, may convince them that their 
wisest policy is to seek for some modun 
Vivendi with tho white men. Timo alone 
can show how events will shape themselves 

~ As the Europeans cinnot bo dislodged, it 
is safe to take it for granted that the alavo 
trade in Central Afriea ia doomed, and that 
the Araba will be oompelled to diaoontinuo 
the busineaa within a time easily meaaurable. 



possessing all the ylrtaea of contentment, of 
tho mosr, dovoted loyalty, of aelf-aaorifioe 
therein, and in maDbood the moat perfeot 
development, With the liigbest standards 
in education and in profciiuiona! life, with a 
flnaocial record unblemished, witli modesty, 
energy and integrity of purpose apparent on 
every hand, it would seem thf^t, so far as 
the people themselveaareoondflmed, nothing 
ia needed for the substratum of a great 
nation. With a growth of national apirit 
and a steady reatatance of temptation to 
part with national oxistenco for material 
advantage, tho Canadian people present to 
hhnnn who iippreniato their piisirinn, vlrUii^.H, 
achiovemonts und sacrifices which muko 
them a people unique in thomaelves. 

This is certainly a favorable estimate, but 
we should say not at all too favorable. Can- 
adians present the peculiar epoctacle of a 
people who have very littlo national van- 
ity. There are thousands in Canada who 
are proud of being Englishmen, Scotchmen, 
Irishmen, Frenchmen, Germana, etc., or of 
being descended from men of these races, 
but there are very few, indeed, who are 
proud of being Canudiaua. Now Mr. Wininn 
shows us that we bavo good reason to bo 
proud of ourselves, as well aa of our coun- 
try. A people possessed of tho virtues 
which he enuuierutos can hold up thoir heada 
anywhere, W hen Canadians are compared 
with the men of any other nation they have 
no cauae to feel amnll. Aa good apecimona 
of manhood and womanhood are raised in 
Canada as are to ho found in any country 
under tho sun, and Canadians will |Compare 
favorably, intellectually and morally, with 
tho men of other nationa. They are, in 
faot, not behind the host of them. All thoy 
wiint ia opportunity to show what ia iu 
them, and it is now beginning to bo seen 
tliat their own country affords that oppor- 
tunity. Canadians, as a people, should cul- 
tivate their aolf-eateem. They don't think 
enough of themselves. They are too ready 
by far to accord superiority to men of older 
countries, who are more talked about and 
who have not hesitated to Bound thoir own 
praisea, Canadians should take a leaf out 
of their book and blow their own trumpet — 
in a national sense. 

Canadians should bo much obliged trf Mr. 
Winiun for helping them to form a good 
opinion of themselves. Wo have not had 
time to road much of hia book beyond the 
preface, but what we have read we like very 
well, Mr. Wiman writea like a man who 
has aaen a great deal, both of the world and 
of life, and who is able to reflect as well as to 
observe. What he aays of tho chances of 
Buccees, as far as wo have seen, ia well 
worth reading by men of all ages and all 
poaitiona in life. The book la an eaay one 
to read. It ia the very reverse of dull.

Victoria & Sidney Eaihvay to Follow 
"A" Street to Hillside. 
' Avenue. 



Civio Officials and the Proposed Gnar- 
antees— The Belleville Street 
Improvement. 

The board of aidermsn had a regular 
meeting laat evening. Mayor Heaven pre- 
siding, and Aid. McKillicau, Styles, Brugg, 
Baker, Robertson, Harris, Munn and Hen- 
derson also present. 

Reports from finance committee, recom- 
mending a number of appropriations, 
amounting in all to $7,300, were read and 
adopted. 

Tenders for the erection of a one-atory 
frame building on tho grounds of tho iaola- 
tion hospital wore opened and found to be 
as follows : Wills & Noble, $618; W. M. 

Rosa, S675 ; Peter Lavelle, §088 ; Jno. S. 
FuUorton. §719; \Vm. Rockett, §7-l-t ; Wm. 
Lang, S7G(): Eli Heal, S.SIU; liiahop & Sher- 
bourue, SS70. They were referred to the 
building inspector for award of tho contract 
to tho luweal tenderer Imviug complied with 
the condiliona. 

A by-law to revise tho votera' list by-law 
for tiio purpose of tho elections of 1S91 waa 
conaidered and paaaed. Thia fixea Monday, 
Diicemljor 1 1, aa tho day upon which tho 
Mayor and Council ahall meet to consider 
couiplaluta or recjueata for correction of tho 
votera' liat, 

Ald. Henderson's by-law authorizing 
tho exchange of certain land for tho pur- 
pose of straightening Rellevillo street be- 
tween Birdcage Walk and McCIure atreot, 
was then taken up, and explained by him. 
He showed that an oven exchange of land 
had been arranged with the Douglas estate, 
and as a result there would be a straight 
street aixty feet in width. Tho city thua 
becoming the owuer of tho property north 
of the atreet, will he in a better position to 
improve the mud ilita if so deaired. 

Ald. Baker ohji'cicd that tho city 
would lose about 3(37 square yards by the 
exchange, and that it would cost the city a 
good deal to make a roadway over a low 
spot on the new atreet line. 

Ald. Henderson contended that if there 
waa any advantage it waa on the part of the 
city, as the Douglaa estate would loae in 
frontage moro than they would gain in area. 

Tno point having been raised asto whether 
or not it ia necessary to expropriate tho 
land to bo conveyed to the city, further con- 
sideration of tho by-law, after a lew clauses 
had boon paaaed, was deferred. 

Alan S. pumhloton wrote complaining 
that no action had been taken on a recjuest 
for improvements to Jubilee avenue. 

Ald. Styles explained that the Streets 
committee were giving attention to the mat- 
ter, and the workmen would be there very 
ahortly. 

A letter from R. H. Hall, M.P.P., on- 
closed one from an Kngliah touriat to tho 
Captain of the Premier, on tho subject of 
tho nuiaanco in tho harbor caused by 
aeworago. Thia touriat proteated againat 
having been com.pelled to atay for aeveral 
hours "over a very foul and disgusting 
sower," and expressed surprise at tho infor- 
mation that had been convoyed to him that 
even tho law courts contributed to the 
nuisance. 

I^Referred to the Sowerngo committee and 
tho City Engineer with instructions to re- 
port upon tho matter. 

R. J. Russell wrote, asking a remittance 
of the statutory rebate on Sl,8CU taxea 
which ho had paid on November 2, having 
overlooked the fact that the last day on 
which the rebate could be demanded was 
October 31. 

It was reaolved that Mr, Ruaaell ahonld be 
notified that tho oounsil have no power to 
grant tho requoat. 

A letter from Walter Morris, J. R. Car- 
michael and J amen Burns, asking for a box 
drain oppoaito their property on the Gorge 
roud, waa referred to the Streets committeo. 

A letter from John Teaguo tendered hia 
reaignation na one of tho sewerage coinmia- 
aioners. 

The Mavor said Mr, Teogue must bo la- 
boring under a miaapprehenaion, as tho 
oommisaion had como to an end many months 
ago. 

It waa resolved that tho writer ahould bo 
notified to that eiriot. 

Juinea Mund;iy and other resideuta of St. 
Churiea .V.i'Uue askid for a oidowalk along 
the weat side. This and aeveral other let- 
tera making ainiilar requeata were referred 
to the Streets committeo. In tho diacueaion 
Aid. Baker (tho former chairman) asked 
who is now chairman of the committee, and 
in answer. Aid. Henderaon aaid that ho and 
Aid, Bragg had agreed that the chairman 
ahould bo Aid. Styles, who had not objected 
and therefore waa, he aupposed, the 
chairman. 

A letter from t^e secretary of the Victoria 

Sidney Railway Company referred the 
Council to an accompanying plan, showing 
tho location of the line within the city lim- 
ita. On this plan tho railway ia projected 
along the line of " A " atreet to Hillaldo 
Avenue, where it apparently is to terminate. 
' A " atree", which ia not yet fully opened 
up, is tho firat went of h'irat Hireet, 
and about two blocks east of Douglaa. 

The M.wor pointed out that the location 
ahown waa quite difi'orent to that already 
auproved by the Council, The preaentjilan 
did not comply with tho by-law, aa it did 
not ahow the terminal works. 

Referred to tho apecial committeo on this 
roaa for report. 

Thomas J. Partridge and aeveral other 
civic employes wrote protesting againat the 
provision of the resolution paaaed by the Cou u- 
cil that they should givo security in tho form 
of a bond by a guarantee company.

THE MAYORALTY. 

To THE Editor :— It is about time tho 
ralopayora were looking about for sensible, 
practical buaineas men to guard their inter- 
ests and give proper attention to the afTairs 
of tho city. Wo have had some alight in- 
timation that Mr. Boavou will olTor himself 
again us a .candidate for the Mayoralty, 
and tho question naturally suggested ia, 
does ho deserve re-election a third time ? 
Has ho done his duty ; has ho tried to 
lighten the burdens of tho taxpayers ; has 
he recommended any scheme of economy or 
of eiiicienoy ; haa he auggeated any useful 
sohenvs for cleansing and improving the 
city — in short, what has he done m any way 
whatever of a beneficial oharacter ? ^ The 
emphatio answer to all these questions must 
bo No, and Nothing 1 In two years Mr. 
Beaven has drawn hla salary and nothing 
more ; he has been neither useful nor prna- 
mental, nor has he done his duty in enter- 
taining strangers or in any public-spirited 
way done what was naturally expected 
from him. 

Many persona gave their support to Mr. 
Beaven last year, not becauao they fully 
approved of tho man, but becauao tliey 
thought hiin careful and economical. How 
haa ho sustained thoae opiniona of him ? By 
going directly contrary to tliem in tho moat 
important particulars. In tho matter of 
tho City hospital, he has llagrantly disre- 
garded tho voice of tho ratepayura. Last 
yeor a by-law was submitted to borrow 
§10,000 for tho said hospital, but tho people 
refused tho loan. ilr. Boavon, hott'cvcr, 
regardless of such an exproaaion of public 
opinion and with dogged Btubbornnoas, de- 
termined to have his own way and ia taking 
tho money for tho aaid hospital out of they 
city revenue for this year, thereby divortiog 
that money from our streets and draina, 
which require so much doing to them. 
Then, again, Mr. Beaven, this year — with 
depression staring one in the face every- 
where — takes out of tho people's ill-sup- 
plied pockets, for health purposes, six mills 
on the dollar, or 590,000. Would any aano 
person believe that tho M<iyor and Council 
made a much heavier levy on the people 
this year than laat 1 Yet such is the case, 
and, in the face , of such cruel and bigh> 
handed sets, Mr. Beaven, and no doubt 
many of the Council, expect to slip into 
otBce again. The debt for health purposes 
last year -could have stood at interest or 
have been paid with the money which built 
the boapital.

But it is a cu- 
rious temperament that finds anj' place 
attractive where tho .slightest unguarded 
movement is sure to result in tho destruc- 
tion of various brittle treasures and con- 
sequent disturbance of harmony, and 
whoro pitfalls and mantraiis of tho most 
swear producing kind lurk ateverj^ step. 
Why would it not be a good idea to im- 
liort a few Japanese missionaries to teach 
us tho ethics of artistic and reposeful 
decoration'^ The field for their labor is 
white to harvest, and they would meet 
with tho gratitude of most men and some 
women.

If there ia oo cbaoge in the present pro- 
gramme laid out by President Gorbin of the 
Nelaon & Fort Sbeppard railroad, tho first 
train will be run to Nelaon on December 1. 

Among tho various progrossivo points in 
tho Slocan, tho Three Forka appears to bo 
easily holding its own, Some thirty-fivo 
houses have been built in the Forks duriug 
the past month. The points is especially 
convenient to most of the loading Slocan 
mines, and the business men of tho placo 
should do a good trudo with the minors and 
construction gange. 

Late information from the Slocan is to 
thoell'tict that two sliipmentaof ore, amount- 
ing to forty tons, have just been niado from 
tho Dardanallea mine. This makes about 
six carloads of ore shipped by this property. 
Tho returns on the various shipments have 
ranged from UlS ounces to 500 ounces per 
ton in silver. The Dirdunelles is at present 
employing twenty-live men, and this force 
maybe increased us tho winter advances. 

R. E. Lemon has made such arrange- 
ments with the Canada Jute company as 
will enable him to keep this part of tho 
mining country fully aupplied with oro 
sacks. A oar load of 20,000 saoks will ar- 
rive about December 15, Of these one-half 
have already been spoken for, and now 
orders are coming in almost daily. 

Slocan mining men uru registering a kick 
against the railroad contractors, who are 
said to bo piling up their aurpina dirt on the 
wagon road near Three Forks. Tho wagon 
will be in n; New Denver before tho first of 
Dtcfiuber. 

Devolopmput work on the Grady group, 
up on Four Milo in the Slocan, is prugresa- 
ing. Tliis splendid property ahows up but- 
ter with every day's work. Mr. McN.iuglu, 
who recently bonded a portion of thia group, 
has thirteen mea at work. 

Work ia soon to bo resumed on tho Van- 
couver and tho Mountain Hoomer, two 
gond properties on Four Milo creek. 

For tho week ending November 1, over 
100 tons of ore were eont out from tho Slocan 
via Kaslo. The estimated value of tho ore 
was a ;ittlo over §17,000. Reports on tho 
oro production of the Slocan continue to bo 
of a very encouraging nature. Several 
mining men who have been looking over 
some properties in that point of the coun- 
try, say that the record for the next two or 
three months will show better than ever be- 
fore. All the regular shipping properties 
will continue to bo worked, and in sonio 
cases a number of men have been added to 
ahe previous force. 

(From tho Kaslo Slocan Kxaminor.) 

Tho contract for clearing tho entire right 
of way of tho Kaslo-Slocan railway has beea 
let to parties who undertake Co have the 
work completed by December 31, when the 
further work of construction will be pushed 
forward. 

Grange V. Holt, manager of the Bank of 
British Uolund]iEk at Nelaon, returned to 
Kaalo Thursday, after a ten days' journey 
through the Kaslo Slocan mines, and ex- 
presses himself as highly pleated with what 
he saw. He was satisfied with the rich 
showings at the several mines which he vis- 
ited and had no doubts about the future 
greatness of the camp. 

A party signing himself John W. Dawaon 
has entered a protest against the ({ranting of 
a oertifioate of improvement of the Ban Ton 
mineral claim to Adams, Brandon & 
Adams. 

One among the many high grade dry sil- 
ver claims on the north fork of Carpenter 
creek is the Mountain View, owned by 
Strathcrn Bros, and Alex. Rodgers. The 
Mountain View is a true fissure vein of 12 
inches, with an average assay of .TIC ounces 
of silver to the ton. It will be a bonuiizi to 
its ov/ners, who intend to work it for all it 
ia worth next summer. Mr. Rodgers ia 
pushing on the opening of it so that; it will 
be in good shape to begin operationa next 
summer. He speaks of the Mountain View 
and its twin-sister, the Butte, owned by the 
same parties, as claims that will both make 
their mark when properly gone iii!o. The 
same parties own the Mountain Queen, an- 
other high grade dry oro claim in ihe same 
locality, with a inch ledge of dry ore, aa 
saying iL'.'i ounces per ton; alto tiio Moun- 
tain C/'on, which ia of high grade, and in the 
same locality. This claim has a 40 inch 
vein of high grade oro, assaying 820 ounces 
to the ton.
